Dear Mr. Reip & Members of the Commission:

In accordance with the Order of Conditions (6/1/2016, Book 62587/203 & 205) for the above
referenced property, Oxbow Associates, Inc. (OA) worked with the Applicant, Glen Kaufmann
of Meridian Homes, Inc., to create and install a compensatory wetland mitigation area
adjacent to Flagg Hill Road between October 10-13, 2016. OA submitted the “Wetland
Replication Report” dated December 9, 2016 following the construction of the wetland
replication area, satisfying Special Condition #50 of the Order of Conditions.

The replication area is located on the north side of Flagg Hill Road east of Taylor Farm Road,
and measures approximately 3,681 square feet (“Exhibit Wetland Replication Plan” (the Plan)
by Goldsmith, Prest & Ringwall, Inc. (GPR) dated May, 2016).

On December 3, 2020, OA (R. Strohsahl) completed an inspection of the wetland replication
area, to observe and document the vegetative cover following the 2020 growing season. OA
documented mostly hydrophytic vegetation within the replication area, which included red
maple (Acer rubrum), highbush blueberry (Vaccinium corymbosum), multiflora rose (Rosa
multiflora), Asiatic bittersweet (Celastrus orbiculatus), royal fern (Osmunda regalis), sensitive
fern (Onoclea sensibilis), cinnamon fern (Osmundastrum cinnamomeum), wool grass
(Scirpus cyperinus), spotted joe-pye weed (Eupatorium maculatum), soft rush (Juncus
effusus), jewelweed (Impatiens capensis), broad-leaved cattail (Typha latifolia), bedstraw
(Galium spp.), Sphagnum moss, and common reed (Phragmites spp.).

The Order of Conditions states that the requirements of the wetland replication area have
been met when 75% of the surface vegetation established is indigenous hydrophytic
vegetation growth. At this time, we believe that approximately 50% of the replication area
consists of invasive species, generally composed of Phragmites.

As required in the Special Condition #51, OA recommends the following corrective plan of
action: 1.) treat the Phragmites, Asiatic bittersweet, and multiflora rose, with glyphosate-
based herbicide to bring the replication area into compliance. OA recommends selective
application herbicide with a foliar spray to the above-listed species in late summer of 2021.
2.) Following the initial treatment, the herbicide applicator shall return before the end of the
growing season to evaluate the effectiveness of the initial treatment, and reapply, if
necessary, to maximize efficacy. Following that evaluation OA will 3.) provide a brief, written



report to the Conservation Commission summarizing the methods and effectiveness of the
treatment.
